W ashington, Feb. 13. — (UP) — 
President Coolidge signed the cruiser 
bil today authorizing construction of 
15 cruisers and one modern airplane 
carrier for the navy. 
His sig n atu re to the 
legislation 
ended a controversy of more th an a 
year on w hether the United States 
needed additional fighting craft for 
its national defense. 
The president signed the bill with 
little ceremony. 
He was alone in 
his office when he affixed his sig na­ 
ture, 20 m inutes after a conclusion 
of a conference with leaders of the 
house and senate on ways and means 
to provide the $50,000,000 needed 
for the building program in this and 
the next fiscal year. 
The final obstacle in the path of 
the bill was removed at the W hite 
House conference this m orning be­ 
tween the president, Vice-President­ 
elect Curtis, Senator Robinson, demo­ 
cratic 
leader, 
and 
Senator 
Hale, 
chairm an of th e naval 
committee; 
Speaker 
Longworth, 
Republican 
Leader Tilson of the house and Demo­ 
cratic Leader Rep. Garrett. 
The president is 
understood 
to 
have stated emphatically th a t legis­ 
lative appropriations for the next 
fiscal year, ending J u n e 30, 
1930, 
would have to be rigidly held down 
lf the cruiser fund were to be pro­ 
vided under the present budget. 
A few m inutes after the congres­ 
sional leaders left the W hite House 
Mr. Coolidge called 
his 
secretary. 
W h e n the secretary answered, the 
president handed him 
the 
signed 
cruiser bill. 
•Construction of the new cruisers 
still will leave the United States be­ 
hind Great Britain and 
Japan 
in 
proportion to the agreed 5-5- naval 
ratio. 
W ith the 15 proposed ves­ 
sels the United States will have 33 
cruisers, Great Britain 63 and Ja pan 
33.

Pro per mark­ 
ing is o f unto ld benefit to the air mail pilo ts, as well as military 
and civ ilian pilo ts trav eling acro ss the United States in ev ery 
directio n. 
The smaller the to wn, the greater the need fo r adequate iden­ 
tificatio n as the small to wn itself o ffers little means o f identifica­ 
tio n fro m the air. 
The selectio n o f the building to 
Ik* marked is 
largely a matter o f lo cal co nditio ns and av ailability . 
The essen­ 
tial po ints to be co nsidered are the* ease with which (he ro o f can 
he seen fro m the air and the lo catio n o f the building. 
The ro o f 
sho uld be o n a building pro minently situated. 
Buildings o v er 
which smo ke hangs sho uld be av o ided. 
The railro ad statio n in so me cases lends itself Ideally to ro o f 
marking. 
The ro o f selected sho uld preferably be o f tile, shingle, 
tin o r o ther metal, o r o f slate. 
A simple blo ck letter in chro me 
y ello w with a dull backgro und, preferably black, sho uld Ik? used 
in all signs whether painted directly o n the ro o f o r no t. 
White 
paint may be used instead o f chro me y ello w, but the Department 
o f Co mmerce prefers the use o f chro me y ello w as its v isibility is 
slightly greater. 
The letters sho uld Ik* fro m ten to twenty feet in 
height and in no case less than six feet high. 
The smaller the let­ 
ters, the mo re difficult it is to read the name o f the to wn 
safe altitude. 
A space o f o ne-fo urth the height o f tin 
sho uld Ik* used between the letters. 
Beside the name o f the to wn o r city , the marking sho uld in­ 
clude an arro w o f sufficient siae to be easily seen and po inting due 
No rth with the letter “ N ” under o r o v er the* arro w shaft. 
This 
directio nal arro w is impo rtant as it makes it )jo ssihle fo r I lie pilo t 
to o rient himself and determine his directio ns accurately . 
If the to wn o r city has an airpo rt, a smaller arro w in addi­ 
tio n to the arro w po inting No rth may he added. 
This arro w 
sho uld po int to the airpo rt and will be o f much assistance to the 
pilo t in lo cating the airpo rt. 
If the airpo rt arro w is used, the 
numeral designating the number o f miles to the airpo rt fro m the 
building sho uld he used abo v e the arro w and the* letter “ M” desig­ 
nating miles placed belo w the shaft o f the arro w. 
This is the 
co nv entio nal airpo rt designatio n and makes it plain to the pilo t 
that the arro w designates an airpo rt and giv es him the directio n 
and distance.

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MARKOU ROOKS KOR AERIAL NAVIGATION GUIDES 


T h e Chamber of Commerce recently named a committee to 
see about marking a suitable roof in Brainerd with the city’s 
name, to aid aerial navigation. 
This is a commendable under­ 
taking and it is hoped something will be done shortly. 
Authoritative information as to proper marking can be gained 
from a letter recently sent by Edsel B. Ford of the Ford Motor 
Company to Walter P. Tyrholm, their local dealer. 
Proper mark­ 
ing is of untold benefit to the air mail pilots, as well as military 
and civilian pilots traveling across the United States in every 
direction. 
The smaller the town, the greater the need for adequate iden­ 
tification as the small town itself offers little means of identifica­ 
tion from the air. 
The selection of the building to be marked is 
largely a matter of local conditions and availability. 
The essen­ 
tial points to be considered are the ease with which the roof can 
be seen from the air and the location of the building. 
The roof 
should be on a building prominently situated. 
Buildings over 
which smoke hangs should be avoided. 
The railroad station in some cases lends itself ideally to roof 
marking. 
The roof selected should preferably be of tile, shingle, 
tin or other metal, or of slate. 
A simple block letter in chrome 
yellow with a dull background, preferably black, should be used 
in all signs whether painted directly on the roof or not. 
White 
paint may be used instead of chrome yellow, but the Department 
of Commerce prefers the use of chrome yellow as its visibility is 
slightly greater. 
The letters should he from ten to twenty feet in 
height and in no case less than six feet high. 
The smaller the let­ 
ters, the more difficult it is to read the name of the town from a 
safe altitude. 
A space of one-fourth the height of the letters 
should be used between the letters. 
Beside the name of the town or city, the marking should in­ 
clude an arrow of sufficient size to he easily seen and pointing due 
North with the letter “N ” under or over the arrow shaft. 
This 
directional arrow is important as it makes it possible for the pilot 
to orient himself and determine his directions accurately. 
If the town or city has an airport, a smaller arrow in addi­ 
tion to the arrow pointing North may be added. 
This arrow 
should point to the airport and will he of much assistance to the 
pilot in locating the airport. 
If the airport arrow is used, the 
numeral designating the number of miles to the airport from the 
building should he used above the arrow and the letter “M” desig­ 
nating miles placed below the shaft of the arrow. 
This is the 
conventional airport designation and makes it plain to the pilot 
that the arrow designates an airport and gives him the direction 
and distance.

second place, there was hope in some European circles that the 
senate would either disapprove the treaty or load it down with 
reservations strong enough to make it ineffective. 
That would 
Have provided one more opportunity for denunciation of the 
United States and charges of American insincerity. 
Some Euro­ 
pean papers said the usual things anyhow, from force of habit. 
But on the whole, the step in establishing the treaty which is re­ 
garded in the United States as of such vital importance created 
little comment.— M ankato Fr<e Press.

Bishop Thomas A. Welch of Duluth 
Defines Regulations of 
Catholic Church 


LAW OF ABSTINENCE 


i. 
Binds All Those Over the Age of 
Law of Fasting is Enunciated 
and Made Public 
Lenten regulations for the Duluth 
diocese, issued by the Rt. Rev. Thom ­ 
as A. Welch, Bishop of Duluth, were 
read a t St. Francis Catholic church 
last Sunday and include: 
“ The law of abstinence tyinds all 
these over the age of seven. The law 
of fasting applies to all who are over 
twenty-one years of age and have not 
yet entered upon their sixtieth year, 
if they be not exempted by reason of 
their health or occupation. 
“ On Wednesdays and Fridays and 
on Ember Satu rday abstinence is pre­ 
scribed. 
On' these days flesh meat is 
not allowed, nor broth or soup made 
from meat. 
“ On fast days, those bound to fast 
are allowed one full meal, at or after 
mid-day. 
In addition, th ey are a l ­ 
lowed two light meals, one of about 
eight ounces, at which butter, cheese, 
eggs or Ash may be taken in small 
quantitie s; the ether of two or three 
ounces, at which a little b u tte r may 
be taken. 
“ Except on abstinence days, both 
m eat and fish are allowed at th e chief 
meal. 
“ By a special Indult granted to the 
bishops of the United States, w o rk ­ 
ing people who cannot easily observe 
tile common law of th e church may 
eat meat on all days of fast and ab­ 
stinence th roughout the year, includ­ 
ing the Lenten Season, except F r i ­ 
day, Ash Wednesday, the Wednesday 
in Holy Week, Good Friday, the fore­ 
noon cf Holy S aturday and Christ­ 
mas Eve. 
This dispensation includ a 
not only the individual working man 
in whose favor it is granted, but -ill 
the members of his family as well. 
“ The Lenten Fast, which does not 
include Sundays, ends at 
noon on 
Holy Saturday. 
“ By special Indult the time for 
complying with the precept of P as c h ­ 
al Communion extends from the first 
Sunday of Lent to T rinity Sunday, 
inclusive.”
